Charter lofonnatlonir My ship vao in the port of KovorosBlsk during December 1952* 
Prior BubBeqtient to that period the ship vao under charter to a Soviet interest 
and hod traded between nuaeroue Soviet and Satellite porta. 

ApproachcB to BovoroselBk: The veaael entered tfovoroaalak Bay on 1 Dec 52 and 
departed the eubject port on l4 Dec 52. The ship was berthed for about five daya in 
the harbor dlecharglng a cargo of timber and the remalx^der of the time vae apent In 
the harbor anchorage cuttlde the molea. No changes or Inaccuraclea were noted in the 
Xateet hydrographic charto in the aall up the bay from the Black Sea. Ho difficulties 
were experienced la the anchorage due to good grappling in a firm bottom. 

Port DefenacB: I did not aee any port defense a in the way of coaat defenae or anti- 
aircraft guns but I am of the opinion that the latter type were undoubtedly preaent 
ax^ concealed. Thlb opinion la arrived at from the fact that batter lea of aearch- 
lightgj of an unknovn but numerous number, were in constant aerial c^eratlon each 
night from the heighta of the Yarada itountalno overlooking HovoroBBlsk Bay. A battery 
of thoae light a would be directed on the veatel every few minutes to ascertain what 
action, if any, was taking place on or around the ship. I do not knew If the harbor 
ii.Tvi bay were nlned but am of the opinion that they were. I came to this conclusion 
when the ship was ordered not to proceed from the bay anchorage to its berth in the 
harbor until dark then under the direction of a pilot. I did M>t note any mine 
ffweep.4Jg ot any t;Lme in the Black Sea appitiaches to the port, or in the bay or harbor. 

Vessels Present: My ship was berthed on the west side of the unidentified pier 
situated Immediately to the southwest of the Petroleum Pier or Pier Ho 5 and at the 
mouth of the River Tsemes. I observed foxir or five luerchant ships in port but could 
not Identify them other than that they were of St'viet registry. There were approxi-. 
mately 15 motor torpedo boats berthed nt the pier where my ship waa docked, ao well as 
at Pier 5. All were considerably smaller than their USH counterpart and were deployed
